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RURAL PRODUCTION 


SOUTH AUSTRALIA YEAR ENDED 31 MARCH 1967 


SCOPE This bulletin summarizes detailed information published in the 
bulletins "Livestock, 31 March 1967" and "Cereals, Season 1966-67" 
recently issued from this Bureau, and shows in addition particulars 

concerning areas and yields of other crops, rural employment, use of artificial 

fertilizers, machinery on rural holdings, and direct oversea exports of rural 
produce. It also lists some South Australian records associated with rural 
production, 


In tables where figures have been rounded, discrepancies between 
totals and sums of components are due to rounding. 


AREA AND The area of 13,805,000 acres under cultivation (crops, sown pasture, 

UTILIZATION and fallow) was 751,000 acres more than the previous highest of 

OF HOLDINGS 1B,054,000 acres in 1965-66. The total area of crops increased 
from 5,293,000 acres in 1965-66 to 5,737,000 acres, the increase 
being mainly in the areas of grain and hay. 


The area of sown pasture from 1920 to 1950 increased steadily from 
20,000 to 1,066,000 acres but has since increased rapidly. In 1966-67 the area 
of sown pasture was a record 6,738,000 acres.
